PHIDIAS AND HIS JUPITER. 


Bow the Greet Matter Cas»* to stak* 


HI* fmmamm ttmtmu. 


E. H. House, writing in The St -Vlch- 


olas of "Statue* Worth Their Weight in 
Gold," tell* how Phidias came to make 
hi* colossal "Jupiter " A more vainglor- 
ious get of men than the Athenian "old 
marten" never existed, he say* They 
gave themselves the ain of sovereigns, not 
to *ay demigod*. Among the haughtiest 
of them wa* Phidia*. who wa* thought by 
many to be tbe greatest of all sculptors 
He lived a century before Praxiteles and 
wa* celected by Pericles, tbe ruler of 
Athens, to adorn the Parthenon—that 
beautiful temple which is still standing, 
though Its artistic decoration* have been 
lost or carried toother countries. Some 
of the frieze* carved by Phidia* are now 
In the British museum. 


The glory of the Parthenon was his gi- 


gantic image of the goddes* Minerva, near- 
ly 40 feet high and made of ivory overlaid 
with gold He gave so much offense by 
his arrogance that his enemies wen al- 
ways watching for a chance to do him 
harm. At one time they accused him of 
•tailing some of tbe gold from the statue, 
bat the gold plates were taken off and 
weighed, and hi* Innocence thus proved 
Then tt was discovered that two of the 
figures he had placed upon Minerva'* 
shield were likenesses of himself and Per- 
teles, and a cry of imptety was raised 
egelast htm, la eonssoiMiMS of wUsh he 
was banished from the eUy. 


Be took his revenge la a enrtonsway. 


The Minerva had been nntrsrsslly ooaatd- 
end his nobles* work, but now, be pro- 
elatmrd that be would surpass ttfbrtbs 


of tb* people of Bit, another Ore- 


•tea town. In whisk, ae had sought refuge. 
The Athenians declared that this was im- 
poastbis, but a litts whits liter, when he 
set up his colossal Jupiter, 
patted to acknowledge that their 
was eclipsed. The eitiaen* of Bis adopted 
Phidias with snnlamattnns and dented 
perpetual honors to hi* family. Bis ION 
was deeply lamented by Pericles, wnose 
ambition It was that Athens should lead 
the world tn cultivation and refinement 
and who delighted to surround himself 
with eminent scholars and artiste of all 
kinds— musicians and painters, as well H 
sculptor*. ___________ 


A MASSACRE OF HORSES. 


DI*«iMtl>* Flret Act of th» BelMiaMst 
•I Valencia. 


The flrrt act of the bullfight at Valencia 


might be called the massacre of the hones. 
Then I* no pretense of fighting, and the 
picador rarely attempt* to save hi* hone, 
although nothing would be easier 
On 


the contrary, the hone i* deliberately 
offered to the bull, wltb the very consider- 
able chance, of course, that the picador 
himself may be wounded through his pads 
or a* he rolls over with hi* horse 
The 


hones are old and lean, one eye i* often 
bandaged, and if, as they often do, they 
presi back In terror against the barrier or 
become unmanageable, a red coated ohulo 
comes forward and take* the bridle, and 
another follows with a stick, and the 
horse U led up to the bull and placed tide- 
way* to receive the charge. 


The bull, who ha* not the slightest de- 
lire to attack the hone, 1* finally teased 
into Irritation by the red coats and the 
pink cloaks, which are tested and flaunted 
before him 
He paw* the ground, puts 


down his bead and charge*. The pike 
pricks him, and his horns plunge into the 
horse's belly or are caught on the loose 
wooden saddle, or, as happened when 1 
wae there, scrape the picador'* leg 
The 


cloaks are flourished again, and the bull 
follows them 
Then the horse, if he Is 


(till on his feet, U again turned to the 
bull 
There is a great red hole In him, 


and the blood drips, but he Is dragged and 
beaten forward. The bull plunges at him 
a second time, and this time he roll* over 
with his rider, who scrambles out from 
under him, his yellow clothe* stained 
with red 


Then one chulo takes the bridle and 


beats tbe bone on the head, and another 
chnlo drag* him by the toil, and, If be 
can, he staggers to bis feet He i* literally 
falling to pieces; he ha* not ten minutes 
to live, but the saddle Is thrown on htm 
agate and tbe picador helped into tbe sad- 
dle. He make* a few stops, tbe picador 
drives nil beet* into him, and then jumps 
off as he falls for the last time and ties 
kicking on tbe ground, a torn and batter- 
ed and sopping mm*. ......
